BRYOPHYTAE INDOSINICAE 


LIVERWORTS COLLECTED IN THAILAND

RESUME 

The collection of about sixty species was made during a collecting trip in 
Thailand under the auspices of the South East Asia Treaty Organization. 

The list was prepared in 1966 and not published yet. Since this 
date Hattori and other members of his staff made some studies especially 
on the genus Bazzania. 

I collected mainly in the North (Chiang Mai), the North East (Phu 
Mieng), the East (Khao Yai-Khao Khieo) and in the South (Surat Thani). 
The biogeographical divisions of Thailand by T. Smitinand are followed 
here. The greater part of the new species have already been published 
by Mmes. H. Bischler and S. Jovet-Ast. Personally I described 3 new 
species of the sub-genus Taeniolejeunea in 1969.
